SECTION 2: The fees set forth in the Tables 3-A through 3H (excluding Tables 3-E
and 3F) are adopted pursuant to Section 15.05.010 (formerly 5-1) of “The Code of the City of
Santa Clara, California.” Section 15.05.010 reflects the new City Code numbering system.
SECTION 3: This Resolution shall not be construed so as to affect any fee or charge

payable or paid under any applicable fee schedule operative prior to the effective date of this

Resolution.
